Local soldiers 
with 201st Eng.

Local soldiers who are members of 
the Kentucky National Guard’s 201st 
Engineer Battalion will be bound for Af- 
ghanistan after completing further train- 
ing for their mission in the war against 
terror, according to Kentucky Adjutant 
General Edward W. Tonini. 

The soldiers, from the Prestonsburg, 
Ashland, Olive Hill, and Cynthiana ar- 
mories are being mobilized for support 
roles under Operation Enduring Free- 
dom. 

More than 450 soldiers, commanded 
by Lt. Col. Michael Ferguson, the 201st 
Engineer Battalion began training Feb- 
ruary 9 at the Wendell H. Ford Regional 
Training Center in Greenville, Ky.

Water main break leaves parts of city, county 
without water Friday through most of Sunday

City and county workers began the job of replacing the broken pipe immedi 
ately and were able to begin refilling storage tank Saturday evening. 




Pumping was interrupted again about 4:30 
a.m. Sunday when another leak developed 
in the main that runs beneath the river. Divers 
summoned from Louisville, above and at right, 
along with city workers and employees of 
Risner Construction Co., which brought an 
escavator, managed to replace the broken 
pipe and pumping resumed after 4:00 a.m. 
Monday.

Two major breaks in the main trans- 
mission line supplying water to West 
Liberty’s from its treatment plant at 
Cave Run Lake — one last Friday morn- 
ing and another late Saturday — left most 
city residents and many county water 
customers without water throughout the 
weekend. 

Both breaks were eventually re- 
paired, but some city residents in high- 
lying neighborhoods and many county 
water customers remained without wa- 
ter through much of Tuesday. 

A boil water advisory remains in ef- 
fect for all city and county water cus- 
tomers until further notice. 

Schools throughout the county were 
dismissed at 1 : 30 p.m. on Friday to con- 
serve water and remained closed Mon- 
day due to the line break. Schools re- 
mained closed on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day due to slick road conditions, but t 
press time were scheduled to resume on 
Thursday, pending weather conditions. 
A spokesperson in the Superintendent’s 
Office said schools have ample supplies 
of safe bottled drinking water on hand 
to meet student needs. 

The line break was discovered by 



West Liberty Water Plant Superintent 
Brandon Bailey about 1 1 :00 a.m. Friday 
shortly after he started filling the city 
storage tank on Johnson Hill. When it 
became evident that the tank was losing 
not gaining water, crews were dis- 
patched and detected the break on the 
west side of the river near the Shiloh 
Trailer Court where a 20-foot section of 
river bank had washed away during re- 
cent high water, exposing the 12-inch 
main at the point where the line crosses 
the river. By 1 1 :30 a.m., the city storage 
tank was empty. 

City workers, joined by county em- 
ployees, worked throughout the day and 
until late afternoon to replace the pipe 
and shore up the river bank. A county 
road department excavator was brought 
in to assist with the work. Refilling of 
the storage tank resumed but was halted 
about 4:30 a.m. Saturday when another 
section of the pipe underlying the river 
blew out. 

Divers from Louisville were then 
summoned to the scene to locate and 
replace the broken pipe. Impeding 
divers’ work in the dangerous current

Bleak outlook for county 
road monies aired at meet

During its regular meeting on Feb. 5, 
the Morgan County Fiscal Court heard 
a budget report from County Treasurer 
Tommy Phipps, who said the county’s 
changing coal production status will re- 
sult in limited coal severance financial 
aid. 

“Morgan County’s status has changed 
from ‘coal producing’ (coal being mined) 
to ‘coal impact,’ (no coal being pro- 
duced)” Phipps said. “This means our 
economic assistance money will be re- 
duced quite a bit, and the state requires 
that it all go into the road fund. We could 
be looking at a $50,000 shortage in the 
general fund. That would hurt us badly, 
as the budget was slim to begin with.” 

Phipps noted that the status may be 
changed back to “coal producing” next 
quarter if coal mining operations begin 
in eastern Morgan County as is being

The treasurer also discussed the 
county’s current financial dilemma, in- 
cluding a shortage of rock monies in the 
road fund for gravel road maintenance. 

“We have $65,000 in the reserve fund 
for transfers,” Phipps said. “But that may 
not be a realistic hard number as time 
goes on. If the cash doesn’t come along 
to back up the reserve fund, it’s useless. 
Things are tighter than we expected, and 
the situation is already pretty bleak.” 

(All interfund monies borrowed to re- 
plenish funds must be repaid to their 
original funds by the fiscal year’s end.) 

Judge Executive Tim Conley said 
funds to maintain the county’s gravel 
roads are vital. 

“This is the hardest time of the year 
to keep gravel on roads,” Conley said. 
“We have several loads of gravel already 
on hold, and we have school bus turn- 
arounds that we are also obligated to 
maintain. Money is needed for the 
county to continue gravel road mainte- 
nance.” 

Following Conley’s comments, court 
members voted unanimously to transfer 
$20,000 to the road fund to purchase 
rock, as well as a total of $5,000 for mag- 
istrate and judge executive conferences 
and training. 

Lonnie Campbell and Tom Dobson, 
officials from the Governor’s Office of 
Local Development (GOLD), were also 
on hand to hear Phipps’s financial up- 
date. 

“GOLD would like to commend the 
fiscal court for working hard on its bud-

KCTCS board 
recommends 
tuition increase 

FRANKFORT — The Ken- 
tucky Community and Technical 
College System Board of Re- 
gents last week voted to recom- 
mend to the Council on 
Postsecondary Education a $4 
increase in the in- state tuition 
rate. 

The proposed rate of $ 1 1 9 per 
credit hour would include fees 
and be effectivebeginning the 
2008 summer term. 

CPE’s tuition policy allowed 
for KCTCS to increase tuition by 



$10 per credit hour for the 2007- 
08 year, but during the Decem- 
ber 2006 KCTCS Board of Re- 
gents meeting the decision was 
made to keep tuition as low as 
possible by recommending only 
a $6 increase. 

The board also recommended 
to CPE a $143 per credit hour tu- 
ition rate for out-of-state students 
from contiguous counties and a 
$357 per credit hour rate for all 
other out-of-state students. 

“We are essentially a victim of 
our own success,” Bean said. “We 
have seen enrollment growth in 
excess of 79 percent since 1998 
and have been able to manage 
without a sufficient increase in 
funding through operating effi- 
ciencies.”

The families of two men who 
were murdered in Elliott County 
last month are offering a $2,500 
reward for information that would 
lead to the arrest and conviction 
of those responsible. 

Robert E. Boggs, 36, was 
found dead on Jan. 2, at his Stark 
Ridge Road home in bed and in a 
pool of blood from a gunshot 
wound to his head. No firearm 
was found at the scene. 

Boggs’s roommate, Christo- 
pher A. Leadingham, 25, of Ol- 
ive Hill, was found dead two days 
later in an illegal garbage dump 
off Carter Ford Road a few miles 
from the mens’ residence. He was 
also shot in the head. 

KSP Trooper Ralph Lockard 
recently told The Morehead News 
that police are investigating the 
double murder case, with KSP 
Det. Paul Lemaster currently in- 
terviewing people in the Elliott 
County area. 

“I have talked with Det. 



Lemaster and he is working on the 
case right now,” Lockard com- 
mented to the newspaper. “He has 
done a lot of work on this and fol- 
lowed up on several interviews. 
But nothing has panned out so far 
and we don’t have any suspects 
at this time.”

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McCain’s surge may 
assure that the Bluegrass 
State goes red 

Columnist’s forecasts so far have 
proved accurate 



This column by Al Cross has 
so far proved to be accurate. It 
will be interesting to see if his 
other prognostications prove to 
be prophetic as well.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 3 — 
Kentucky’s political deck of 
cards was dealt from Frankfort to 
Florida last Tuesday. The filing 
deadline for this year’s primaries 
passed, Gov. Steve Beshear pre- 
sented a painful budget, and John 
McCain became the odds-on fa- 
vorite for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination. 

So what does the U.S. senator 
from Arizona have to do with 
Kentucky political races and pub- 
lic finances? You might be sur- 
prised. 

McCain’s ascent is good news 
for Kentucky Republicans. It’s 
funny how he may be the new 
best friend of his old intra-party 
adversary, Sen. Mitch 
McConnell, who’s on the ballot 
this year. 

In the last public presidential 
poll in Kentucky, by Survey USA 
Jan. 4-6, just after the Iowa cau- 
cuses, McCain ran well ahead of 
both Democrats now left in the 
race, New York Sen. Hillary 
Clinton and Illinois Sen. Barack 
Obama. McCain led Clinton by 
10 percentage points and Obama 
by 19. Former Massachusetts 
Gov. Mitt Romney, the only other 
Republican who still has a 
chance, trailed Clinton by 6 
points and Obama by 1 (Mitt 
Romney has since bowed out of 
the race). 

(Primary-election memo for 
Democrats: The month-old poll 
doesn’t strongly argue for 
Clinton. Her husband’s South 
Carolina campaigning damaged 
her, creating a national trend to- 
ward Obama, and Kentucky fol- 
lows national trends. To those 
who think an African American 
can’t carry the state, consider: As 
an Illinois senator, Obama is a 
familiar figure on television in 
much of Western Kentucky, and 
there are probably tens of thou- 
sands of swing voters over 55 
who still feel angst about how 
they acted during the civil-rights 
struggle of the 1960s and would 
like to cast a cathartic vote.) 

McCain could yet blow it, but 
if he is the GOP nominee, Ken- 
tucky could again be off the 
presidential table. That is bad 
news for Kentucky Democrats, 
especially those in federal races, 
who need the advertising and or- 
ganizational support that comes 
with being a targeted state in a 
general election for president. As 
for the McCain effect, it may go 
further than federal races. With 
the prospect that he will provide 
coattails, Republicans in the leg- 
islature will be less tempted to 
put Beshear ’s casino proposal on 
the November ballot as a tool to 
drive up turnout among social 
conservatives. (Putting a mar- 
riage amendment on the 2004 
ballot probably saved Republican 
Sen. Jim Bunning from defeat.) 

A more immediate reason ca- 
sinos may not get on the ballot is 



that Republicans could have one 
more state senator, starting next 
week. Rep. Brandon Smith, R- 
Hazard, is in a close race with 
former Rep. Scott Alexander, D- 
Hazard, in a special election 
Tuesday for the seat vacated by 
Lt. Gov. Daniel Mongiardo. 
Beshear and Mongiardo struc- 
tured the nominating process in 
ways that alienated many Demo- 
crats. (Smith won the election.) 

If casinos don’t make it to the 
ballot, it’s more likely that the 
legislature will, in the end, raise 
the cigarette tax to ease the bud- 
get pain that it caused by spend- 
ing non-recurring money for re- 
curring purposes. Beshear can’t 
embrace any tax as long as he 
hopes to sell voters on casinos, 
and some Republicans may al- 
ready be talking up the cigarette 
tax as an alternative. 

Lawmakers’ irresponsibility 
with the budget has yet to cause 
them political pain comparable to 
the budgetary pain most Ken- 
tuckians will feel sooner or later. 
When the filing deadline passed 
Tuesday, only 47 of the 114 leg- 
islators seeking re-election drew 
opposition. 

Most big action on deadline 
day was federal. Former 3rd Dis- 
trict Rep. Anne Northup filed for 
a rematch with Democratic Rep. 
John Yarmuth, who unseated her 
last year on the strength of voter 
unhappiness with Iraq policy. In 
an exception to the McCain ef- 
fect, Northup will not be helped 
by the war hero’s talk of a 100- 
year mission in Iraq. 

In the greatest recent act of 
perfidy at high levels of Ken- 
tucky politics, 2nd District Rep. 
Ron Lewis tried to slip-shuck 
chief aide Daniel London into his 
seat with a last-minute 
switcheroo. But McConnell, hav- 
ing had his inquiries stiff-armed 
by Lewis, lined up state Sen. 
Brett Guthrie as an alternative. 
Now the open seat is up for grabs, 
and both parties will have prima- 
ries; state Sen. David Boswell of 
Owensboro faces hometown 
Democratic opposition from 
Daviess County Judge-Executive 
Reid Haire. 

In perhaps the most momen- 
tous filing, twice-failed Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial candidate 
Bruce Lunsford filed for 
McConnell’s seat. If Lunsford 
makes it through the primary, the 
extravagantly funded McConnell 
will make a pinata out of him and 
his record. But Lunsford is prob- 
ably the only Democrat with the 
money and party support to make 
a pinata out of McConnell, who 
runs as an appropriator and 
whose voting record has never 
been effectively challenged. It 
would be fun to see him arm in 
arm with John McCain.

Survey shows newspapers 
primary source for news, 
adv. in local communities 



Feb. 7 — Readership of com- 
munity newspapers held stable or 
increased slightly in the last two 
years, “in stark contrast to news 
reports purporting to chronicle 
the decline, if not demise, of 
newspapers,” reports the Na- 
tional Newspaper Association, 
composed mainly of weekly pa- 
pers. 

The survey in markets of 
fewer than 25,000 people showed 
that last year’s readership rate 
was 83 percent, up from 81 per- 
cent in 2005. That’s within the 
margin of error, but error margins 
are based on a 95 percent confi- 
dence level, so chances are that 
community newspaper reader- 
ship is rising. Even if it was 
stable, that would be in contrast 
to metropolitan papers. 

NNA Executive Director 
Brian Steffens said. “I’m not im- 
mune to some very significant 
challenges facing the newspaper 
industry, but these numbers don’t 
quite support ‘the sky is falling’ 
mantra. Part of the problem with 
reporting on the health and wel- 
fare of the newspaper industry is 
that virtually all of the previous 
research has been focused on 
large daily newspapers serving 



the top 100 markets. There are 
more than 1,400 daily newspa- 
pers and about 8,000 non-daily 
community newspapers across 
America.”

The surveys were done with 
the help of the Reynolds Journal- 
ism Institute at the University of 
Missouri, where NNA has its 
headquarters. ”We know com- 
munity newspapers have a differ- 
ent story to tell than some of the 
big dailies,” says Steve Haynes, 
president of NNA and Haynes 
Publishing Co. in Oberlin, Kan.

* Local community newspa- 
pers are the primary source of 



information for both news and 
advertising in local communities- 
by a 2-1 margin over the next 
most popular media. 

* 73 percent of community 
newspaper readers share their 
paper with friends, colleagues or 
family members, more than dou- 
bling the number of people who 
see the paper. 

* On average, readers spend 
41.8 minutes reading an issue of 
their paper, an increase of nearly 
four minutes from the 2005 sur- 



vey. 



* Nearly one-third of readers 
keep their paper for more than six 



days, enabling them to revisit a 
story or advertisement at their 
leisure. 



Questions and answers 
about govt, rebate checks 



Under the economy relief bill 
recently passed by Congress, ap- 
proximately 130 million citizens 
will receive rebate checks from 
the federal government in 
amounts ranging from $300 to 
$1,200, with many households 
receiving an additional $300 for 
each child. Only those filing an 
income tax returns for 2007 are 
eligible for the rebate. 

The following are questions 
and answers about who will re- 
ceive checks and in what 
amounts: 

Question: Who gets a rebate? 

Answer : Anyone who pays 
taxes or earns at least $3,000, in- 
cluding through Social Security 
or veterans’ disability benefits. 
Singles with an income of more 
than $75,000 and couples with 
more than $150,000 will get only 
partial rebates. 

Q: Who does not get one? 

A: People who earn less than 
$3,000, illegal immigrants, any- 
one who does not file a tax re- 
turn, singles with incomes ex-

ceeding $87,000 and couples 
with incomes exceeding 
$174,000. The caps rise by 
$6,000 per child. 

Q: What do you have to do to 
get the rebate? 

A: Eligible people must file a 
2007 tax return with a Social Se- 
curity number for each person 
listed. 

Q: How much is the rebate? 

A: Single taxpayers get a re- 
bate of at least $300, with 
couples receiving at least $600. 
The rebate will be equal to the 
taxes they paid, up to $600 for 
singles and $1,200 for couples, 
plus an additional $300 per 
child. That amount will be re- 
duced by $50 for every $1,000 
above the income limits of 
$75, 000 for singles and $150, 000 
for couples. 

People who earn too little to 
pay taxes but at least $3,000, in- 
cluding elderly people whose in- 
come is from Social Security and 
veterans who live on disability 
payments, will get $300 if single 
or $600 if a couple. 

Q: How are the rebates cal- 
culated? 

A: Rebates are calculated on 
the basis of taxpayers’ 2007 ad- 
justed gross income, which in- 
cludes salaries and wages, inter- 
est, dividends, capital gains, tax- 
able pensions, royalties and farm 
or rental income. It does not 
count contributions to individual 
retirement accounts, 401(k) re- 
tirement plans, tax-free health 
savings accounts or student loan 
interest payments, 

Q: When will the rebates ar- 
rive? 

A: The Treasury Department 
says the IRS will begin sending 
out rebates in May. 

Q: Will the rebates be de- 
ducted from taxpayers’ regular 
tax refunds? 

A: No, the rebates are on top 
of any tax refund. 

Q: Where does the money 
come from? 

A: The government will bor- 
row the money, which is pro- 
jected to cost about $11 7 billion 
over the next two years, adding 
to the federal deficit.

First of all, let’s talk about the 
large items that we are required 
to pay before we do anything. In 
2000-2001, the previous fiscal 
court made a debt of 4 million 
dollars and that’s when the bud- 
get started failing. Tommy 
Phipps, County Treasurer, pre- 
pared a chart that shows a sharp 
decline in the budget beginning 
in the 2001-2002 budget due to 
having to start the payback on the 
four million dollar debt. This 
debt will cost the county almost 
$400,000.00 per year until the 
year 2020. On top of that cost, 
the jail budget is over 
$400,000.00 per year. Then you 
have to add in the Sheriff’s bud- 
get of $68,000.00. For this year’s 
budget these three items will cost 
the county $868,000.00. 

We, the Fiscal Court, have no 
control over these items. We are 
required by state law to balance 
the sheriff’s budget and provide 
a budget for jail costs. Also, we 
have to repay a debt that a previ- 
ous court contracted. To maintain 
Morgan County Government and 
our Road Department, we have 
to have equipment to work. For 
our Road Department, we have 
to have rock, blacktop, and mow- 
ing equipment to keep the weeds 
cut back, diesel fuel, gasoline, 
and payroll for the people who 
work for the County. We have 
fewer men in the Road Depart- 
ment today than we have had in 
year. 

County payroll and benefits 
are over $600,000.00 per year. 

Now, as you can see, the state 
government mandates a lot that 
goes into our budget. Our rev- 
enues come from a variety of 
sources. Some of the larges 
sources we collect from are 
County Road Aid funds, and we 
collect about $800,000.00 a year 
from this fund. The county por- 
tion of property tax revenues is 
under $140,000.00 per year and 
we receive about $200,000.00 in 
truck licenses. 

As you can see, there is a lot 
more money going out than com- 
ing into our budget. 

Next week, I will try to ex- 
plain some things we have done 
and are doing to help curb the 
mandated expenses.

Bills to benefit 
veterans, active 
duty military 

FRANKFORT — Bills that 
would increase Kentucky mili- 
tary veterans’ chances of being 
hired by the state and reduce the 
chances of active duty military 
members being cited or charged 
for driving on an expired license 
when they return from duty were 
passed today by the House of 
Representatives. 

House Bill 57, sponsored by 
Rep. Mike Cherry, D-Princeton, 
and HB 168, sponsored by Rep. 
Tommy Thompson, D- 
Owensboro, both passed the 
House by a vote of 97-0. They 
now go to the Senate for its con- 
sideration. 

If passed, HB 57 would give 
veterans — including National 
Guard and Reservists — a better 
chance at state employment by 
ensuring that they are granted in- 
terviews for state jobs and that 
they are identified as veterans on 
the state register, which lists fi- 
nalists for those jobs. If more 
than five veterans apply for an 
open position with the state, then 
at least five of them would 
be granted interviews. 

The bill would also allow any- 
one who is a veteran to receive 
bonus points on state hiring ex- 
ams, which are used to place 
names on the register for some 
state jobs. 

“Testing is now down to only 
about 15 percent of state jobs, so 
we have to find other way to let 
employers know who are veter- 
ans and who are not,” said 
Cherry, a retired U.S. Navy cap- 
tain who has filed similar legis- 
lation in past sessions. 

“It gives veterans a way to at 
least get in the door,” he added. 

HB 168, sponsored by Th- 
ompson, would give active duty 
military who have returned from 
out-of-state military service and 
whose driver’s license has ex- 
pired up to 90 days to renew the 
license, if they have proof they 
were on military assignment. 
They could not be cited or con- 
victed for driving on an expired 
license during that 90-day period. 

Thompson has also filed leg- 
islation similar to HB 168 in past 
sessions. Those bills, like 
Cherry’s past bills to beef up the 
state’s hiring preference for vet- 
erans, passed the House but did 
not pass the Senate.

I 
taught 13 years at Sellersburg 
Elementary, at Sellersburg, Indi- 
ana, and loved every year I was 
there.

Dorsey also told me to sign up 
for The Licking Valley Courier. 
Today his name will be added to 
the LVC people who receive the 
paper. He said he knew so many 
in Eastern Kentucky.

“The report noted that the last 
identifiable cycle for the U.S. beef 
cow herd occurred between 1981 
and 1995,” Gabbett writes. “Since 
then, the beef cow herd has been 
declining, even as more beef has 
been produced through increased 
slaughter weights.” The report 
said, “It is now possible to argue 
that the traditional cattle cycle 
may have been permanently re- 
placed. It would appear that sig- 
nificant changes in the beef cow 
herd during the cattle cycle are a 
trend of the past.” 

Supporting those observations 
is Rabobank’s prediction that 
“The U.S cattle inventory will 
likely remain flat through the end 
of the decade.”

Due to numerous reports of flu 
and flu-like illness in the Gate- 
way area, the health department 
wants to remind the public to get 
vaccinated.

The flu sea- 
son usually lasts through May in 
Kentucky. 

Who Should Get Vaccinated? 

Those who need the vaccine 
are individuals at high risk for 
complications from the flu in- 
cluding children ages six months 
to five years old, pregnant 
women, people 50 years of age 
and older, people of any with cer-

of serious flu complications live 
in close contact, like nursing 
homes. Antiviral drugs are used 
to prevent or diminish the symp- 
toms of flu for people who have 
been in close contact with some- 
one with the flu or for those who 
did not get the vaccine for vari- 
ous reason. Antiviral drugs are 
used in the community setting to 
treat people with the flu to reduce 
severity of symptoms and reduce 
the number of days that people 
are sick. 

Who Should Take Antiviral 
Drugs? 

In general, certain antiviral 
drugs can be offered to anyone 
one year of age or older who 
wants to avoid and/or treat the flu. 
Young children are considered to 
be a high risk for complications 
of the flu, therefore should re- 
ceive these drugs when indicated 
(i.e., incidence of flu in a family 
where are there several children). 

Additional measures to pre- 
vent flu include strict and fre- 
quent hand washing, avoiding 
crowds, respiratory hygiene and 
observing basic good health hab- 
its. 

There is still time! Don’t get 
sick, get vaccinated. Call your 
local health department for an 
appointment.

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Killer of Tecumseh, the great Indian chief, was a 
frequent visitor to West Liberty area in early 1800s

In 1936, Donald F Webb, 
noted teacher, local historian and 
genealogist, wrote an article for 
the LVC in which he stated, “Ev- 
ery patriotic Kentuckian warms 
at the mention of Col. Richard M. 
Johnson.” In an introduction of 
my grandfather, S. Monroe 
Nickell, where he was the main 
speaker, the master of ceremonies 
introduced him as, “A prominent 
lawyer, business man and half- 
way preacher!” I’m a half-way 
historian, and couldn’t recall who 
Richard M. Johnson was and why 
Webb felt we should “warm at the 
mention of him.” I soon found out 
what I had forgotten from read- 
ing articles by Webb and Helen 
Price Stacy. To refresh your 
memory as well as mine, Johnson 
was a state legislator, U.S. Rep- 
resentative and Vice-President of 
the United States ! Now, what has 
that got to do with Morgan 
County? 

Webb continued on in the ar- 
ticle that I was reading, stating 
that Johnson was the hero of the 
famous Battle of Thames, against 
the British, during the War of 
1812. According to Webb, he 
killed the famous Indian Chief 
Tecumseh! Now cobwebs were 
beginning to clear out and my dull 
brain began to function! 

Webb mentioned that, Johnson 
was a frequent visitor to West 
Liberty, and in fact, to the house 
of Elder Daniel Williams, who 
lived, supposedly, on the site of 
West Liberty. Webb stated, “ Tra- 
dition which very accurately 
checks with written history says 
that Colonel Johnson was person- 
ally acquainted with Elder Daniel 
Williams, pioneer minister and 
first settler in what is now West 
Liberty.” 

In my research of Johnson I 
found he was from Beargrass, KY 
and on his numerous trips to 
Washington would stop at the 
Elder Williams’ house to rest him- 
self and his horse. Webb wrote, 
“Elder Williams always knew 
about the time the famous law- 
maker would be a guest at his 
home, and would have on hand a 
goodly supply of venison and 
bear meat.” Webb further stated

they were close personal friends 
and addressed each other as, Dan 
and Dick! 

After a day or two stay with 
Elder Williams, Johnson would 
leave for the long trip to Wash- 
ington, D.C. Williams would send 
Squire Williams and others of his 
sons to accompany Johnson to the 
King Salt Works in Tazewell 
County, Virginia, and while there 
they would purchase a supply of 
salt to bring back. 

Is this traditional history full 
of loopholes like so much tradi- 
tional history is? According to 
the Kentucky Encyclopedia, the 
story by Webb seems to be “right 
on the money.” 

Johnson was from Beargrass, 
a settlement in the area of what is 
now Louisville. He later moved 
to Bryan’s Station in Fayette 
County. After attending 
Transylvania College and study- 
ing law at the age of 15, he was 
later admitted to the bar in Scott 
County and practiced there. Af- 
ter serving in the General Assem- 
bly, he was elected to the U.S. 
House of Representatives, serv- 
ing from 1807 until 1819. He was 



a Jeffersonian Republican and 
was commissioned as a Colonel 
in the Army during the War of 
1812. He led a regiment of Ken- 
tuckians in the Battle of Thames 
on October 13, 1813. Even 
though he was wounded, it is said 
he killed the great Indian Chief 
Tecumseh! 

Johnson emerged from the 
battle a hero and the rumor that 
he killed Tecumseh served to his 
political advantage. He ended up 
as Vice-President of the United 
States, serving with President 
Martin Van Buren from 1837-41. 
After serving as Vice President, 
he later served again in the State 
Legislature. He had a very illus- 
trious career and Johnson County 
is named for him. 

Johnson was a devout Baptist, 
hence his possible connection 
with Elder Daniel Williams. 
Johnson’s political career was 
hindered somewhat due to his fa- 
thering of two girls by a mulatto 
slave named Julia Chinn. She was 
given to him as part of his father’s 
estate. He died in 1850 and is 
buried in Frankfort 

Helen Price Stacy used 



Webb’s article as a basis for her 
article, Daniel Williams-A Walk 
Through History, printed in Selec- 
tions From Morgan County His- 
tory by Stacy and Nickell. Arthur 
Johnson, Bernard Whitt and Joe 
Nickell have given reference to 
Daniel Williams having a cabin 
in what is now West Liberty be- 
tween 1802-04. Col. John T. 
Hazelrigg in his address of 1876 
states that, “Daniel Williams 
settled upon the present site of 
West Liberty about the year 
1805.” According to Arthur 
Johnson’s, Early Morgan County , 
“Daniel Williams settled in West 
Liberty in 1804. He built his 
house near where the bus station 
now is. There was a spring of 
water near there. He cleared the 
ground to plant corn where the 
courthouse now stands. He 
preached the first sermon ever 
delivered in Morgan County.” 
There wasn’t a West Liberty per 
se in 1804 so I would imagine 
Arthur Johnson was referring to 
the general area which would 
have been Floyd County at the 
time. From my research, mostly 
oral history, Williams’ cabin was 
in an area where Advance Auto 
Parts is today. 

Daniel Williams founded the 
South Fork Baptist Church in 
1808, the oldest established 
church in the county. He later 
moved to the Caney area where 
he supposedly built a cabin with 
a chimney built from cannel coal ! 
You guessed it, the cabin burned! ! 
Williams, long time friend of Vice 
President Johnson, died in 1820. 

Throughout the history of 
Morgan County it has been home 
of and visited by congressmen, 
cabinet members, vice-presi- 
dents, a president’s wife, but to 
my knowledge, not by a sitting 
or past president.

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AgriAbility helps Wolfe County farmer 
continue his fresh market business

Just meeting Donnie McQuinn 
lets you know he is passionate 
about growing fruits and veg- 
etables. Since 1980, he has been 
harvesting a variety of berries and 
vegetables on one and a half acres 
of his fourteen-acre Wolfe 
County farm. His can-do attitude 
makes him successful as a farmer 
and in life. 

As tenant farmers in Wolfe 
County, Donnie’s parents wanted 
more for their eight children. 
Donnie, born with a birth defect 
that later was diagnosed as cere- 
bral palsy, graduated from 
Morehead College with a Bach- 
elor of Arts degree in English. He 
taught English for thirty-three 
years in Wolfe County. While 
teaching, he completed his 
Master’s degree and obtained an 
additional graduate teaching cer- 
tificate. He has been happily mar- 
ried to his wife, Patricia, for thirty 
years. 

For Donnie, teaching wasn’t 
enough. He wanted to return to 
his farming roots. He began his 
operation by raising blackberries, 
raspberries, strawberries, water- 
melons, banana cantaloupes, and 
an assortment of garden veg- 
etables. Donnie grows and har- 
vests the produce, then sells it at 
his roadside stand and the local 
farmer’s market. He is certified 
with the Farmers’ Market Nutri- 
tion Program (FMNP), associated 
with the Special Supplemental 
Nutrition Program for Women, 
Infants, and Children, commonly 
known as WIC. 

Donnie and one full-time 
farmworker complete the day-to- 
day farm tasks. In peak seasons, 
he hires an additional five work- 
ers to meet work demands. Dur- 
ing the growing season, Donnie 
picks in the morning and sells his 
produce in the afternoons. What 
he is unable to sell, he freezes for 
a local business that makes jams 
and jellies throughout the year. 
The county agriculture extension 
agent, Ted Johnson, fostered this 
business relationship. Donnie 
prides himself on being able to 
sell all that he harvests without 
having any waste. 

His steep hillside farm and the 
labor-intensive operation present 
unique challenges, Donnie’s right 
leg is slightly shorter than his left 
which affects his ability to walk 
and causes him to stumble fre- 
quently. His disability, coupled 
with the steep terrain of his farm, 
also makes it difficult for him to 
do some farm tasks, such as 
spraying, spreading straw, and 
picking berries on the trellis sys- 
tem. Aging, arthritis, and back 
problems compound his ability to 
perform these activities. 

Ted knew that Donnie was 
having difficulty with mobility 
around the farm. The riding gar- 
den lawnmower he was using to 
get around was not safe. 
“Donnie’s condition was deterio- 
rating and farming was becoming 
more difficult with the rough ter- 
rain and laborious tasks.” Ted

continues, “My job was to find 
this farmer some help. John 
(Hancock) and the Kentucky 
AgrAbility program was the help 
he needed.” 

In October 2005, John visited 
Donnie on his farm and they dis- 
cussed some of the difficulties he 
was having with his work tasks. 
Donnie knew the riding 
lawnmower was unsafe. “One 
time the transmission belt (on the 
lawnmower) broke and it about 
turned over in the pond,” Donnie 
recalled. “With the hillside, I 
knew that a turnover was possible 
and had too many close calls.” 

John assessed Donnie’s needs 
and determined a Kubota utility 
vehicle (UV) as the best option. 
“I knew a little about the UV, but 
had never used one before,” 
Donnie said. After John’s visit, 
AgrAbility connected Donnie 
with Jeff Ritchie, a Kentucky Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation counselor. 
Jeff agreed that a UV would help 
Donnie continue farming and 
funded the vehicle. “It just isn’t 
one person that made this happen 
for Donnie... county extension, 
Kentucky Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion, and Agr Ability... kept 
Donnie in business,” Ted re- 
marked. 

We visited Holbrook Imple- 
ment at Pine Ridge. Ted and Kay 
Holbrook got in touch with John 
Hancock, with the Kentucky 
AgrAbility Program. December 
rolled around, and one morning 
John and Ted surprised Donnie by 
unloading the UV. Donnie went 
right to work using it. With the 
UV’s dump bed and other fea- 
tures, he is able to spray his 
plants, spread straw, haul fire- 
wood, and pick trellised berries. 
“It is so accessible because of the 
bench seat... I use it for all my 
farm chores. I didn’t think I 
needed it until I got it,” Donnie 
said. 

Prior to AgrAbility ’s involve- 
ment, Ted helped Donnie set up 
a motorized over-head irrigation 
system that brought water to his 
produce from the pond at the base 
of the hill. Given his eagerness 
to expand his business and his 
new UV, Donnie has set up a test 
plot of blueberries. “The Kubota 



Will rural hospitals support itZ 

Bill would create trauma 
system for Ky. hospitals 



Jan. 20 — We reported here 
three weeks ago that rural Ameri- 
cans are dying because their 
states lack systems to designate 
hospitals to treat traumatic situa- 
tions. One of those states is Ken- 
tucky, but maybe not for long, if 
advocates can overcome a tough 
budget situation — and maybe 
opposition from rural hospitals. 
Yes, you read that right. Rural 
hospitals. 

“State Rep. Bob DeWeese (R- 
Louisville), a surgeon, said he 
expects to file legislation early 
this week that would create a 
statewide trauma system,” re- 
ports Karla Ward of the Lexing- 
ton Herald-Leader. “The system 
would provide more education 
for doctors, nurses and paramed- 
ics to care for and assess severely 
injured patients, so that they are 
taken to the most appropriate fa- 
cility as quickly as possible. ... 
The legislation would also en- 
courage more community hospi- 
tals to seek designation as trauma 
centers, and would enable state- 
wide guidelines and protocols on 
where patients should be taken 
for triage.” 

Dr. Jeffrey Coughenour, a 
trauma surgeon at the University 
of Kentucky, told Ward that states 
with mature trauma systems have

improved Donnie’s productivity 
and increased his sales,” Ted said. 

Donnie is grateful for 
AgrAbility and stated that 
AgrAbility is knowledgeable 
about assessing the needs of 
farmers. There is nothing like a 
positive attitude to tackle adver- 
sity. Donnie McQuinn has just 
that attitude about life and farm- 
ing. “I will keep going as long as 
I can... I will be out there in the 
berries until I have to pull myself 
along inch by inch. 



FRANKFORT - The Ken- 
tucky Public Service Commis- 
sion (PSC) is reminding residents 
that the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion (FTC) has assumed respon- 
sibility for maintaining the list of 
telephone customers who do not 
want to receive calls from 
telemarketers. 

In an order issued last week, 
the PSC instructed telephone ser- 
vice providers on the steps they 
must take annually to inform their 
customers of the provisions of 
Kentucky’s telemarketing laws. 

Under a bill passed by the 
2007 Kentucky General Assem- 
bly, names already on the Ken- 
tucky do-not-call list were trans- 
ferred last year to the FTC’s na- 
tional registry. With that change, 
Kentucky customers wishing to 
sign up for the do-not-call list in

Goss noted that the do-not-call 
list has been the subject of rumors 
in recent months. 

“Contrary to some of the in- 
formation circulating in 
cyberspace, telemarketers are not 
about to receive unrestricted ac- 
cess to wireless phones,” Goss 
said. “All a consumer needs to do 
to protect his or her wireless 
phone number is to place it on the 
do-not-call list.” 

Goss also noted that there is 
no truth to the rumor that the FTC 
will begin removing numbers 
from the list if they were regis- 
tered more than five years ago. 
The FTC has announced that it 
will not purge numbers until ei- 
ther it or Congress makes a final 
decision on whether to impose an 
expiration period, he said. 

“If phone numbers were on the 
Kentucky list as of June 2007, 
there is nothing a customer needs 
to do at this point to remain pro- 
tected against unwanted 
telemarketing calls,” Goss said. 

The Kentucky law bars 
telemarketing calls with the ex- 
ception of those soliciting dona- 
tions for charities; those made by 
companies with whom the recipi- 
ent has a prior business relation- 



ship, debt or contract; or those 
made at the recipient’s request. 

Complaints regarding possible 
violations of Kentucky or federal 
do-not-call statutes may be filed 
with the Kentucky Office of the 
Attorney General 

(www.nocall.ky.gov or 866-877- 
7867) or the FTC 
(www.donotcall.gov or 888-382- 
1222 ). 

Telecommunication providers 
in Kentucky must notify their 
customers of the do-not-call pro- 
visions through bill inserts, bill 
messages or the customer guides 
in their telephone directories. 

A brochure explaining the do- 
not-call law, as well as today’s 
order, may be found on the PSC’s 
website, psc.ky.gov. The case 
number is 2007-00506. 

The PSC is an independent 
agency attached for administra- 
tive purposes to the Department 
of Public Protection in the Envi- 
ronmental and Public Protection 
Cabinet. It regulates more than 
1,500 gas, water, sewer, electric 
and telecommunication utilities 
operating in the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky and has approxi- 
mately 110 employees. 



seen a 15 to 20 percent fewer 
deaths from traumatic injuries.

Ward reports, “Smaller hospi- 
tals have balked at the idea be- 
cause of competition — they fear 
that the hospital in the next 
county will look better if it be- 
comes a trauma center and they 
don’t, Coughenour said. There’s 
also the concern that a trauma 
system will cause small commu- 
nity hospitals to lose patients to 
the larger trauma centers.” 
Coughenour told Ward that his 
university, which has one of the 
two top trauma centers in the 
state, gets many patients who 
would be as well served closer to 
home and has no interest in tak- 
ing patients from smaller hospi- 
tals. “We don’t want everybody,” 
he said. “We’re too busy here as 
it is.”

dispense to those in need.

over the weekend, was of no 
help. It is in the process of being 
renovated and is presently inop- 
erable. 

Randy Risner of Risner Con- 
struction Co., whose workers as- 
sisted city employees in continu- 
ing efforts Monday to fill and 
shore up the washed out segment 
of riverbank where the break oc- 
curred, said another leak had oc- 
curred in the line around a fitting 
securing the new pipe, but said it 
was believed that the line would 
hold until weather conditions 
permit permanent repairs. 

Workers noted, however, that 
another break is possible because 
recently-flooded bottom land 
along the pipeline is soft and un- 
stable.

The 50th Annual Great 
American Race will mark the 
winged Car of Tomorrow’s debut 
at Daytona International Speed- 
way, as well as a new beginning 
at Hendrick Motorsports for Dale 
Earnhardt Jr., who is arguably the 
sport’s biggest star. 

Earnhardt Jr.’s infamously 
zealous supporters - a.k.a. “Jun- 
ior Nation” - celebrated his first 
appearance in victory lane since 
spring 2006 last Saturday night 
when the embattled third-genera- 
tion driver beat Tony Stewart to 
the checkers in the 30th Annual 
Budweiser Shootout at Daytona, 
an exhibition event comprised of 
the previous season’s pole win- 
ners. 

Many NASCAR commenta- 
tors and columnists suggest that 
Earnhardt Jr.’s commanding 
Budweiser Shootout perfor- 
mance foretells Daytona 500 
dominance for Hendrick 
Motorsports, which is also home 
to defending series champion 



Jimmie Johnson and Junior Na- 
tion foe Jeff Gordon, who fin- 
ished third and fourth respec- 
tively. 

The evening’s second-place 
finisher could dash the Hendrick 
camp’s hopes for a Daytona 500 
win, however. Tony Stewart, 
NASCAR’s most notorious vil- 
lain since the late Dale Earnhardt, 
has shown considerable strength 
on the speed charts throughout 
Daytona Speedweeks - in a 
Toyota Camry fielded by Joe 
Gibbs Racing following the 
team’s controversial abandon- 
ment of Chevrolet. 

Analysts and fans should also 
not discount 2007 Daytona 500 
winner Kevin Harvick and sec- 
ond-place driver Mark Martin, 
who battled each other to the 
stripe in a thrilling side-by-side 
finish, or last year’s unlikely Cup 
championship contenders Martin 
Truex Jr. and Clint Bowyer. Rac- 
ing veteran Dale Jarrett, who will 
retire this season, is also poised 
to take a fourth crown jewel vic- 
tory in his final Daytona 500. 

Whether Sunday’s winner is 
a fan favorite or a dark horse 
pick, he will join the ranks of 
NASCAR’s most legendary fig- 
ures as the sport’s 50th Daytona 
500 champion - an illustrious 
racing triumph competitors and 
fans will never forget.

Nashville 
Smack Down 

Frustrating. Humiliating. Em- 
barrassing. Just a few of the 
words that could accurately de- 
scribe Kentucky’s meltdown 
against Vanderbilt. A month to 
the day after spoiling the Com- 
modores’ run at perfection with 
a 79-73 double overtime win at 
Rupp Arena, Billy Gillispie’s 
team was missing in action Tues- 
day night in the Music City. The 
Wildcats trailed by 30 at the half, 
43 midway through the second 
half and 41 when the smoke 
cleared to suffer their 10th loss 
of the season. 

Kentucky’s 11 points at the 
half was its worst output in the 
shot clock era and the lowest 
since scoring 1 1 against Cincin- 
nati when the Bearcats went to a 
four corner stall back in 1984. 
The 93-52 final also marked the 
most lopsided loss to Vandy in 
series history. 

Things didn’t look so bad 
through the first two minutes. 
Ramel Bradley tied the game 
with a three-pointer at the 18:20 
mark of the first half. After a 12- 
0 Commodore run, A.J. Stewart 
cut the lead to 10 with just under 
15 minutes left. 

But the wheels came off in a 
big way as UK went more than 
12 minutes without a field goal. 
By the time Joe Crawford scored 
at the 2:23 mark, Kentucky found 
itself in a 29-point hole (39-10). 
And it was all downhill from 
there. Kentucky native Ross 
Neltner, along with teammate 
Shan Foster, each matched UK’s 
first half point total by them- 
selves. 

The 41 -point shellacking is 
Kentucky’s worst defeat since 
falling by 55 to Kansas in De- 
cember 1989. And while UK had 
been making a serious case for 
an at-large NCAA tournament 
bid, it didn’t do itself any favors 
with Tuesday’s performance. It’s 
one thing to be beaten - yet an- 
other to be taken to the woodshed 
and embarrassed on national tele- 
vision. 

Granted, Vandy played well 
and deserved to win. But Ken- 
tucky fans didn’t deserve to see 
mediocrity of that level from 
their team. The Cats made the 
Commodores look like the 1984 
Celtics. For that, there’s no ex- 
cuse.

House week in review

FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 8 — 
Majority Leader Rocky Adkins, 
(D- Sandy Hook), and Rep. John 
Will Stacy, (D- West Liberty), 
said that the House of Represen- 
tatives ’ Committee activity was 
heavy this week as several bills 
from the House Democrats’ 
Commitment to Kentucky Fami- 
lies’ agenda were voted out. 

House Bill 55, which passed 
out of the House Transportation 
Committee, would require chil- 
dren under the age of 8, and be- 
tween 40 and 57 inches tall to sit 
in booster seats when riding in a 
vehicle. This legislation passed 
the House last year and died in 
the Senate. 

The House Health and Wel- 
fare Committee passed House 
Bill 396 which adds the HPV 
vaccine to the immunization re- 
quirements of school age chil- 
dren. “Parents or guardians 
would have the right to refuse 
that immunization for school age 
girls after signing a statement 
saying they understand that a link 
exists between cervical cancer 
and the human papillomavirus 
(HPV) which the vaccine guards 
against,” said Rep. Rocky 
Adkins. 

House Bill 7, which would 
require that the state create a pro- 
gram to facilitate the importation 
of safe drugs that provide cost 
savings to Kentuckians, also 



passed the House Health and 
Welfare Committee. 

House Bill 70 would put a 
constitutional amendment on the 
next statewide general election 
ballot allowing voters to decide 
to restore voting rights for non- 
violent felons. “Currently, Ken- 
tucky and Virginia are the only 
two states that still do not allow 
non-violent felons to have their 
voting rights restored upon 
completion of their sentences,” 
said Rep. Stacy. 

Several bills were voted out 
of the House of Representatives 
and are now on their way to the 
Senate including House Bill 234 
which would provide financial 
compensation for organ donors 
who incur medical expenses, in- 
cluding giving state employees 
30 days of sick time. “The bill 
would also give $10,000 tax 
credits to organ donors who work 
in the public and private sector 
to help offset any costs/ lost 
wages actually incurred by the 
donor,” said Rep. Adkins. It 
passed the House of Represen- 
tatives by a vote of 94-0 

House Bill 13, which creates 
the Kentucky Family Trust Pro- 
gram to allow family, friends and 
guardians to participate in a trust 
that supplements the care, sup- 
port and treatment of persons 
with impairments, passed the 
House this week with a vote of 
91-0. 

House Bill 307 would allow

tucky University for high school 
juniors and seniors to award di- 
plomas and secure funding. The 
bill was also passed on the House 
floor this week by a vote of 93- 
0. 

The House of Representatives 
gained two new members this 
week as a result of special 
elections. Former attorney gen- 
eral and Democratic House ma- 
jority leader Greg Stumbo will 
represent the 95th House District 
which covers most of Floyd 



County. Will Coursey, a banker, 
will represent the 6th House Dis- 
trict seat in western 
Kentucky. “House Democrats 
look forward to working with 
these two new members,” said 
Rep. Stacy. 

“Responding to news from the 
United States’ Department of 
Energy that the Bush administra- 
tion might drop its support for 
FutureGen, a $1.5 billion coal- 
fired power plant located in 
southern Illinois designed to 



store co2 emissions underground, 
I announced on the House floor 
that I urged Gov. Steve Beshear 
to use House Bill 1, energy leg- 
islation passed in the previous 
special session, to attract some of 
the spin-off projects from 
FutureGen to Kentucky,” said 
Rep. Adkins. The governor 
agreed and is creating a consor- 
tium of experts to pursue this en- 
deavor.
